Washington, Dec. 3.—The annual re- 


port of Secretary Alger is a practically 
complete official history of the Spanish- 
American war. The secretary has given 
to the public not only aJl the official dis- 
patches that passed dlrxrtly between 
his own office and commanding officers 
In the field and camp, but has supple- 
mented theae with the short explana- 
tory notes setting forth the reasons for 
various memementa, and then, to com- 
plete the record of events,.be has in- 
cluded In the body of bis report, tbe re- 
port of General Miles, of all the generals 
who participated in the campaign in 
Cuba, Porto fEico, ortht Philippines, and 
finally the reports of all th« bureau offi- 
cers of the war department. Nowhere 
is there shown a disposition to criticise, 
the official dtopsAche* being allowed to 
tell their own story. <JeneraHy, the sec- 
retary finds much to praise and .cause 
for sincere congratulation In the results 
obtained. 


The report proper begins with what 


may be described as a chronological his- 
tory of the war. consisting of a number 
of short paragraphs, beginning with the 
declaration of war on April 21, and ret- 
ting forth the date upon which any event 
of Importance occurred, but m&king no 
comment whatever upon the facts. The 
only exception to this rule is in refer- 
ence to the casualties at Santiago. Some | 
criticism having been been made that ; 


[ there was a lack of surgeons present, 


i the report states that there were 140 
surgeons in attendance and that of 1481 
wounded, only 18 died of their wounds. ' 
Touching the surrender of Santiago, the 
report shows that Shatter demanded

[ this demand on the 4th. On the morning 


of the llth. another demand was made. 
On the evening of that day General 
Miles arrived and on the 18th and 14th

It is earnestly recom- 
mended that the regular arniy be per- 
manently inrceased to 100,000 men and 
the requisite" oflScers; that a portion of 
this army be recruited from the inhab- 
itants of those inlands, to be mustered 
Into the service of Vhe United States, 
and commanded by the officers of our 
army, discretion, however, to be given 
to the president to make appointments 
of officers from the force so recruited.

While the Trolley Rope Swings Free. 


New Invention to be Tried, 


Undertaker J. L. Com!sky, who oc- 


casiorally finds time to "undertake' 
tome things outside of his regular Imp 
of business, has invented a. sel'-aJ- 
jiidhng trolley wheel for use on i-it-c - 
trie cars A, hich is liable to prove highly 
valuable. The rights of ilie ir.u-ntor 
have been protected by ilii- filing of a 
caveat in the patent office in Wasiiin?- 
ton and thi invention will be p,.t to n 
practical test in this city ut an early 
day. probably next Monday. 


The ordinary trolley wheel, as everj - 


body knows, is very liable to leave the 
wire at switches and on cur/es, bring- 
ing the car to a standstill an! taxing 
t'ie conductor with the duty of setting 
off the car or leaning far rrjm the rear 
platform or vestibule- and "lishine" 
fT several seconds to restore the con- 
nection. This is very annoyin? to tctn 
the car men and the passt-ngerg, ;mo 
Mr Comisky's invention is deigned to 
overcome this difficulty, and ,e not en- 
tirely lo do this, at least to reduce it 
to the minimum. 


The tiolley wheel now in MSO has no 


play e.-cept to turn on its :>xl--, ninl 
when a car goes over a switch 
o: 
p 


around a curve the pole, being thrown 
out o'f plumb, as between the car and 
the wire, is very liable to throw the 
wheel off the wire. Mr. Comisky's im- 
provement consists in attaching the 
trolley \\heel to a spindle which sets in 
a socket so that it can turn, and run 
tiue with the wire regadless of the 
prsition of the pole. This it is believed 
will largely, if not entirely, remove 
the difficulty now experienced, and if 
this is accomplished there can be no 
doubt about the value of the Inven- 
tion, on which Mr. Comisky has been 
patiently working for some time.

railroad accident by which 


Brakeman Fred Knight lost his life ID 
•uch a horrible manner Thursday night 
near Athol, as reported In this paper.

Ward 
lines were fully recognized. A nominee 
waa chosen from each ward though 
In one instance the name of the suc- 
cessful man was not brought before 
the convention by a delegate from the 
ward in which he resides.

Sykes of ward 1. This Is looked upon as 
a departure, it being held by some that 
the wishes of the ward delegates 
should be respected In this matter.

although it 1» practically certain that not 
a single soul survived after the stoamor 
went to pieces Sunday forenoon. 


Tht fact that none of her lifeboats haa 


as y«t be«n found, nor any of her life 
rafts, holds out to agonized relatives and 
frlanda a alnglt ray of hope, to which 
they cling tenaciously, but as th« realiza- 
tion of the awful s«a which was running 
at that time to forced upon them, they 
arc obliged to acknowledge that th« 
chanc. of evan a tingle p*r*on being 
saved !• hopelen. 


As to thic chanc* of further recovery 


of bodlea, ther* ar. many and conflicting 
opinion*. The •hlftlng sands of Cape 
Cod. tha swift tidf 
'hat gwetp up and 


down th« .her* ot 
le oa.pe, th« winds 


from «very direction, and th« height and 
natur* of the warM have a moat Im- 
portant bearing on thta question, and 
y*t only the moat expert student of na- 
ture in her awful mood fe*Is competent 
•veil to venture an answer to the ques- 
tion that la now being asked by hun- 
dreds whose dear one* sailed on the 
doomed vesael. 


So many ships have been lost on Peaked 


Hill bar that it Is Indeed a veritable 
graveyard. It extends out from the cape 
a mile or more, and every vessel doubling 
Cape Cod give* it a wide berth. There 
are all sorts of theories aa to where the 
Portland went down, and Juat at present 
the one most generally accepted is that, 
after being partially stripped of her up- 
per works, sh« finally plunged beneath 
the waves, some five or 10 miles to the 
northeast of thia bar. 


Barring some wreckage at Bast Brew- 


•ter, which caine ashore Thursday 
morning, which cannot be identified as 
having come from the Portland, noth- 
ing haa been picked up inside of Cape 
Cod. 
It may be possible that the steam- 


er waa still farther off the point of the 
cape where she went down, perhaps In 
deep water, and this theory is borne out 
by the fact that no large portion of the 
vessel haa yet come ashore. Only the 
gingerbread work, so called, lias been 
picked up, together with numerous life 
preservers. 


It Is a singular feature of the wreck, 


and one which puzzles many of the ex- 
pert surf men. that the first bodies were 
picked up just at the time, or a little 
before, the wreckage came aahore. 
Usually, In cases of wreck on the shores 
of Cape Cod, the upper portions of the 
vessel have been the first fragments to 
appear on th« beach, and th4s also 
strengthens the theory that the steamer 
foundered some miles, perhaps five or 
etx, off shore. Still another circum- 
stance makes this theory even more 
tenable. All, or nearly all, of the bodies 
that have been recovered were but little 
brulaed. If they had drifted down from 
Highland light, or further above, nearly 
everyone would have shown mark*, at 
least on the face, but there were only a 
Ttry few that were disfigured. 


It *eems plausible that tha Portland 


foundered iwe miiea norcoMA or per- 
haps east of Peaked Hill bar. off High 
Head life saving station, about •:« Bun- 
day morning, and that a greater part at 
the light upper werk, with the asalatanc* 
of a flood tide, waa thrown off on the 
beach at Peaked Hill station, or Ju»t be- 
low It at High Head: that the bodies, 
after drifting west a short time, were 
whirled around the end of the cape by 
the tremendous ebb tide of Sunday af- 
ternoan, which tide did not affect the 
woodwork •« much, ani v/ere finally 
cast up by the waves along sh«re. The 
westerly wind of Monday and Tuesday 
kept many out to sea, but the gale of 
Wednesday train brought them In, and 
on Thursday six or seven were recovered. 


It is now thought there will only be a 


very few, If any, more bodies recovered 
until another easterly storm sets In. To 
support IHs Istter theory as to why ao 
few bodies are being rccpvered on a 
westerly wind la the peculiar action of 
the waves on a sandy shore. There 
seernt no doubt that a number of bodies 
that have been seen in the surf, but not 
recovered, now lie burled beneath the 
sand, where they will remain until the 
next easterly gale. It is also conjectured 
that the tide swept a lanre number elpht 
or ten miles out to sea, and as few of the 
roasting vessels running up and down 
the cape keep out as far, very few will 
be picked up, even if they come to the 
surface, which is unlikely, for the reason 
that bodies in deep, turbulent waters are 
Inclined to sink. 


Still another theory as to the wreck of 


the Portland Is drawn from the wheel 
which came ashore at Orleans. It is what 
to called the spare wheel In the pilot 
house, and is kept in a cylinder about 
three feet behind the one commonly used, 
the steersman standing between the two. 
The wheel was lashed with a rope, and 
the kr*t* indicated that only a seaman 
could have done It. It is thought now 
that no attempt was made to use this 
wheel, because the pilot house was prob- 
ably washed away the first thing after 
the steamer's engines broke down, and 
she fell off Into the trough of the sea.

Bench Will Render Justice to 


Rich and Poor Alike. 


General Wood Complimented For His Busl- 


ntsslike Method!.

recently reorganized supreme court ye»- 
toiday morning was an impressive cere- 
riony. 
Chief Justice Echeverrla and 


tlio associate justices, prior to the open-

vhlth, with General Wood and his aides, 
Robert I'orter and others, they were 
Jrlven to the supreme court chamber.

justice to rich and puor a.like.

ceedings terminated with handshaking, 
jfter which General Wood's party was

first purely Cuban court was then 
opened . 


Among Cubans the event is a matter 


for general congratulation.

They can purchase tbe silk mull 
and make the application of lace them- 
selves easily. Tbe lace should be dam- 
pened with black coffee slightly sweet- 
ened and stretched smoothly over the 
ironing board, wrong side up, an4 
ironed out. A piece of stiff wrapping ! 
paper aa large as the pattern is laid upon [ 
the table and the lace is tacked upon it { 
qnite firmly. The silk muslin is then 
kid over tbat and tacked along with 
basting threads. The laoe should have 
the wrong side upward, aud the silk 
mull, too, to bring it right when done. 
Then tbe lady takes a needle and black 
aewiag silk and overhands the different 
leav«s, stems or flowers, forming tbe 
design firmly to tbn mull. When this is 
all done, the silk mull is ripped from tbe 
paper and turned and all the net be- 
tween the design is carefully cnt away, 
leaving the delicate figure as a part of 
tbe fabric. If so desired, spangles, black 
or colored, may be sewed around the 
edges or tbe design picked out and ac- 
centuated with them. These spangles 
are very light and very effective. Many 
ladies buy plain orape fans and treat 
them in this way. and have lovely arti- 
cles et very small cost,

The damage to the 
road and its equipment is not as great 
as that caustd by the big storm last Feb- 
ruary. It cost the road at that time 
about $110,0*0 to Clear the surface roads. 
This year the coat will not be eo great, 
about $98,000 it Is expected, OB the trolley 
•wires are n«t damaged to any great ex- 
tent, and the only work that is to be done 
is the clearing away of the immense pile* 
of snow. But that $95,000 goes where it 
Is needed and aids in proving my asser- 
tion that the storm wa* a blessing to the 
poor.

But the city, too, had its troubles. The 


blizzard meant a great amount of extra 
labor for the street department and that 
meant more men. On Monday 2400 men 
and 450 teams were hard at work mak- 
ing the streets passable. The removal 
of snow by the eity force has been re- 
duced to a system, which is something ; 
as follows: First it wa« carried from the 
entrancea to engine houses, next from 
railroad stations.and then from the mar» 
kets and the retail shopping streets. Af- 
ter that work is done in all active thor- 
oughfares where there Is much teaming, 
until gradually things resume their nor- 
mal condition. The city la not so great 
•n employer of outside help as the rail- 
road, as it puts all the department mem 
to the work, but same of tiha poor get on 
at these rush times, as the force is 
worked both day and night, until, the 
extreme pressure ii relieved.

But It wae the beaches that the grand- 


eur of Sunday's storm was seen at Its 
best. I have always desired to witness 
old ocean when in its most furious con- 
dition, and I have had my desire grai i- 
fiea. Three hours; along the water frcr-t 
in Revere and Winthrop convinced me 
that all the stories of the perils of the 
?ea are true, or may be so. In one hom 
I witnessed the destruction of over 30 
summer houses and many bathhouses 
and smaller structures, eaw lives saved 
and lo?t,the sick ferried across fields and 
through front yards and lots to places-:

Along that four miles of wat«r front 


that I paced not one building erected on 
or near the crest or natural sea wall <!s- 
raped damage, and nearly all were ru- 
ined almost beyond repair. The thing 
next to the storm that Impressed me v,-us 
the cool, impassive 7nann*r with which 
the dwellers In the wrecked or flooded 
building* accepted the situation. At 
several houses I saw dories moored a- 
the doorsteps, ready to remove the fam- 
ily if the waves swept higher, while 
Intilde th* b!!i!d!«K mother* and children 
gazed out upon the scene and'smlied at 
the sightseers as th«y passed. All seemed 
to regard the ttorm as something to be 
expected, and they only wondered that it 
was more than usually sever<\ They

HOW THE LAND LAW WORKS- ! 


Berkshire Officials Under Torrens Law, 


Talks of Its Methods. 


Secretary Charles II. Wright read an 


interesting j.aper at Pittsfleld Thuis- 
day In-fore a farmers' institute of the 
Berkshire Agricultural society, on the 
Torrens land registiution law, under 
which he is one of the ollicials for 
Berkshire county. 


The new system he said, gives ab- 


solute title, while the old system is a 
regtstrution of acts of individuals. The 
owner obtains from the recorder a 
certificate of title and description, and 
the rights of all in the property, prop- 
erly determined, asid the whole history 
of a title is all in one place in the book. 
With mortgages the entry is somewhat 
analogous to conveyances, and leases 
for a term of over seven years are 
treated samowhat in the Kanv manner. 
D> eds of trust are also provided for. 
j 


Fuller information is also required 


under the new law than in the old. 
\\ hetlier parties are married or single, 
their postofliee address, certificate of 
mairiage,

marries

regiMv'nng title, and many other de- 
tails ale necestary to be stated. Reg- 
isters of d'H-ds an: assistant recorders 
for their districts, and examiners of 
titles are also appointed. 


The commonwealth guaranteeing the 


title, guarantee insuiance companies 
are superfluous. The law provides for 
the punishment of dishonest registra- 
tion. After registration, future convey- 
ance is about the same as under the 
old law, and new certificates are issued
